The above application was prepared and filed by the law firm of St. Onge, Steward, Johnston & 
Reens, LLC on May 31, 2001. On December 11, 2001, Examiner Johnson called the St. Onge firm 
and wanted an election of species in which species I was elected with traverse. According to U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office records, an Office Action was mailed on January 15, 2002 confirming 
the election of species and rejecting all of the elected claims under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b). 

In March 2002, the application file was transferred to the law firm of Harness, Dickey & Pierce, 
P.L.C. for prosecution before the USPTO. The St. Onge firm represented that all the documentation 
received from the USPTO was within the file that was forwarded to Harness, Dickey & Pierce, P.L.C. 
Upon receipt of the above application. Harness, Dickey & Pierce, P.L.C, as is its standard practice, 
audited the file contents and docketed all outstanding matters related to the application. According to 
the docketing records of Harness, Dickey & Pierce, P.L.C, no Office Action was present in the 
application file (see the attached Affidavit of Coralynn S. Williams, the Docketing Supervisor at 
Harness, Dickey & Pierce, P.L.C).
